The Evan- 
gelical Prophet foretels that the promiſed Re- 
deemer ſhould be wounded for our Tranſgref- 
ons, and bruiſed for our Iniquities: that the 
Chaſtiſement of our Peace ſhould be upon him; 
and that -by his Stripes we ſhould be healed : 
Iſaiab liii. 6. The Angel at His Birth ſays, 
that he ſhould /ave his People from their Sins: 
And Saint Paul declares, that this is a faithful: 
Saying, and worthy of all Acceptation, that- 
JesUs CHRIST came into the World to ſave. 
Sinners: And here in the Words of the Text, 
ſuch (or, as I obſerved before, theſe Things)
